Says Campaign Against 
New Constitution Might 
Have Netted Him $10,- 
000 — Denies Lichten- 
stein Made Offer. 


Attorney General Roy McKit- 
trick, who says he turned down a 
proposal to fight the new Consti- 
tution which might have netted 
him $10,000, received that offer 
about a week after he had con- 
ferred in St. Louis with David 
B. Lichtenstein, head of the small- 
loan lobby. 

McKittrick, who is retiring from 
office Jan. 8, told the Post-Dispatch 
today the purpose of his visit 
to Lichtenstein was to discuss with 
him the application of Philip 
Lichtenstein, brother of David, for 
restoration of the real estate li- 
cense taken from him in 1943 fol- 
lowing his conviction for mail 
fraud and violation of the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Act. 

As a result of his meeting with 
‘David Liechtenstein in the offices 
of the American estment Co. 
in the Ambassador Iding, Mc- 
Kittrick said, he became con- 
vinced there Estate eet

ell R. Hewitt, submitted to the 
Real Estate Commission last Oct.

NAZIS TURN MACHINE GUNS 
ON 150 CAPTURED YANKS 


Men Ruthlessly Massacred—Some Escape b yy 
Playing Dead and Breaking Away 
Into Woods.

AN A RICAN FRONT-LINE 
CLEARING STATION, Belgium, 
Dec. 17 (Delayed) (AP).—Weep- 
ing with rage, a handful of dough- 
boy survivors told today how a 
German ‘tank force ruthlessly 
poured machine-gun fire into a 
group of about 150 Americans who 
had been disarmed and herded 
into a field in the opening hours 
of the present Nazi counter- 
offensive. 

“We had to lie there and listen 
to German non-coms kill with pis- 
tols every one of our wounded 
men who groaned or tried to 
move,” said Technician Fifth 
Grade William B. Summers of 
Glenville, W. Va., who escaped by 
playing dead. 

“Those dirty bastards! I never 
heard of anything like it in. my 
life. Damn them! Give me a 
rifle and put me with the infan- 
try. I want to go back and kill 
every one of them.” 

Ambushed and Trapped. 

The Americans were members 
of an artillery observation bat- 
talion ambushed and trapped at 


+a road fork by a powerful Ger- 


man armored column of Tiger 
tanks, whose heavy guns quickly 
shot up the two dozen American 


trucks and lightly armored ve- 
hicles. 

There were no heavy weapons 
in the American column and the 
entire observation unit quickly 
had to surrender. 

“We were just moving up to 
take over a position at the top of 
a hill and as we got to the road 
intersection, they opened up on 
us,” said Summers. 

“They had at least 15 to 20 
tanks. They disarmed us and 
then searched us for wrist watches 
and anything else they wanted. 

Lined Up in Field. 

“IT guess we were lined up along 
that road for a full hour. Then 
they stood us all together in an 
open field. I thought something | 
was wrong. As we were standing | 
there, one German soldier moving 
past in a tank column less than 
50 yards away pulled out a pistol 
and emptied it on our fellows.” 

A grimy soldier sitting in the 


ran his hands through mud- 
caked hair and broke into sobs. 
There were tears in Summers’ 
eyes as he went on: 

“Then they opened up on us

STETTINIUS GIVES 
U.S. POSITION ON 
POLISH BORDER 


Says America Would Not 
Object to Any Pact 
Agreed On by United 


Nations Concerned. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
The United States said today it 
would have no objection to estab- 
lishment of new Polish frontiers 
“if a mutual agreement is reached 
by the United Nations directly con- 
cerned,” 


Secretary of State Stettinius laid 
down this basic policy in a three- 
point statement handed out at his 
press conference. The three points: 

1. “This country stands un- 
équivocally for a ‘strong, free 
and independent Polish state, 
with the untrammeled right of 
the Polish people to order their 
— existence as they see 
it.” 

2. Despite consistent United 
States policy that boundary 
questions should be left to the 
war's end, in the case of Poland, 
this Government would have no 
objection, provided the United 
Nations directly concerned 
reach an agreement “which 
could make an essential contri- 
bution to the prosecution of the 
war.” 

3. The announced American 
aim to assist liberated countries

Meet to Make 


Roosevelt’s Re-election Official 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 18 (AP).— 


The 1944 meeting of the Electoral 
College was held today in 48 states. 
It is a 150-year-old institution 
whose 531 members have a reputa- 
tion in political science—for al- 
ways picking the presidential win- 
ner, (See background article on 
page 1B). 

Officially, it is the Electoral Col- 
lege which elects President Roose- 
velt to a fourth term by a vote of 
432 to 99 over Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey of New York. The mem- 
bers are casting their ballots to- 
day, The votes will be counted 
and recorded at a joint session of 
Senate and House here Jan. 6. 

The reason for al] this is that 
the people never vote directly for 
a President. They elect electors, 
who in turn choose the President. 
Of course, the electors are sup- 


, | posed to ballot in accordance with 


the majority views as expressed in 
the popular vote. 

So far as the law is concerned, 
they can vote for another man. 
very four years Congress con- 


siders the idea of electing presi- 
dents by direct vote, but it never 
seems to get around to doing any- 
thing about it. 

Under the Constitution, the num- 
ber of electors in each state cor- 
responds to the total of Repre- 
sentatives and Senators. Electors 
meet separately in each state on 
the first Monday after the second 
Wednesday of December. They 
vote, then send election certifi- 
cates to Washington to be tallied 
by Congress. 


Missouri's 15. electoral votes 
were cast for President Roosevelt 
at noon today by 13 men and two 


For- 
rest C. Donnell’s office in Jeffer- 
son City. The electors sent tele- 
grams to Roosevelt and Senator 
Harry S. Truman of Missouri, 
Vice President-elect.

TWELFTH ARMY GROUP, 
Dec. 18 (By Wireless)—The pow- 
erful new enemy thrust back 
across Germany’s border along the 
First Army front can scarcely 
have come as a surprise to the 
Allied high command,

that the Nazis, under conditions 
more favorable to themselves than 


are likely to occur again, would 
sooner or later launch a counter- 
offensive of major proportions. 

It also is evident that the 
Germans have been taking fran- 
tic advantage of the breathing 
space allowed them by two of 
the war’s most tragic lost oppor- 
tunities: The sudden, paralyz- 
ing depletion of gasoline and 
ammunition for Gen. George 8S. 
Patton’s Third Army after its 
immortal drive to Verdun; and 
the failure in speed and aggres- 
siveness on the part of the Brit-

Allied forces are believed 
to be strong enough to seal off 
eventually any inroads the en- 
emy is in a position to make.

It possibly is not well known 
that in September armored recon- 
naissance units of the Third 
Army occupied Metz without re- 
sistance.

The armored columns pushed on 
across the Siegfried line, then un- 
manned, and entered Saarbrucken.

Nazis Were in Flight. 

German armies were flying 
homeward at full speed, reeling 
under the thunderbolt shock of 
the Allied campaign in France. 
There was no better evidence of 
the German rout than the aban- 
donment, with scarcely a shot 
fired, of such formidable positions 
as the Argonne Forest and the 
renowned range of hills west of 
Verdun, 

With the terrifying momentum 
it then possessed, there is little 
doubt that the Third Army could 
have driven deep into Germany, 
perhaps taken Berlin and ended 
the war this year. 

There are several causes for the 
Third Army’s lamentable setback. 

Cherbourg and the Normandy 
beachheads were still the only 


‘|available ports and they could 


maintain only one large-scale of- 
fensive, not two. So a large vol- 
ume of supplies was diverted from 
the Third Army for the northern 
campaign which liberated the Pas 
de Calais coast line, Belgium and 
a part of Holland.

HIGH COURT RULES RAIL UNION 
MUST BE FAIR 10 NEGROES 


Bargaining Agent Must Represent 
All Employes Witheut Dis- 
crimination, Opinion Says. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
The Supreme Court unanimously 
upheld today a Negro railroader’s 
contention that a union acting un- 
der the Railway Labor Act is duty- 
bound to represent minority Negro 
firemen impartially. 

The court ruled that the law 
“imposes on a labor organization 
acting as the exclusive bargaining 
representative of a craft or class 
of railway employes, the duty to 
represent all the employes in the 
craft without discrimination be- 
cause of their race.” 

The finding was made in two 
unanimous opinions, both written 
by Chief Justice Stone.

These airfields are only 
155 miles from Manila—a flight 
of less than a half hour. 

(The Japanese claimed in a 
broadcast communique that Jap- 
anese aircraft had sunk “one bat- 
tleship or large cruiser” and four 
transports south of Mindoro. 
There was no Allied confirmation. 

(The Japanese Domei News 
Agency said Japanese planes had 
sighted “an enemy fleet of consid- 
erable strength” in the Sulu Sea. 
“The enemy is apparently plan- 
ning to move into other areas, 
using Mindoro Island as a base,” 
said the wireless dispatch which 
added: “Our air units are carrying 
out continuous assaults on this 
fleet.”) 

Tremendous carrier plane 
strikes against the Manila area 
gave strong support to the Min- 
doro advance. 

Airmen of Adm. John S. Mc- 
Cain's carrier force off the Philip- 
pines in three days of continual 
. strikes including Saturday raised 
to 435 their toll of enemy planes 
put out of aetion, 

These, added to the 146 de- 
stroyed or damaged by flyers cov- 
ering the Mindoro landings, make 
a four-day total of 581 planes. 

The flanking movement on 
Leyte entailed some of the bloodi- 
est fighting of the Philippine cam- 
paign. Gen. MacArthur listed 2012 
new Japanese dead to add to the 
37,154 already counted on Leyte. 
In addition, many thousands were 
killed behind the enemy lines. 

The Seventy-seventh. Division 
was only two miles from Valencia, 
headquarters of Gen, Suzuki, com- 
mander of the Japanese Thirty- 
fifth Army. At the north end of 
the bloody corridor, the Yank 
First Cavalry Division made a 
two-mile advance to cut the Yam- 
ashita Line between Mount Cata- 
baran and Valencia, and the Thir- 
ty-second Division in the same 
general area captured large quan- 
tities of enemy equipment, includ- 
ing tanks, artillery, mortars and 
machine guns. 

Japanese air activity was neg- 
ligible except for a raid on Moro- 
tai Island, southeast of the Philip- 
pines, by a single plane which 
caused some casualties. 

American aircraft, however, 
gave Japanese shipping airdromes 
and fue] installations a thorough 
pasting. Three freighters were 
set afire off Mindoro and a fourth 
was damaged.. Two more were set 
ablaze off Masbate, in the Visayan 
group. 

Oil tanks at Tarakan, North 
Borneo, were pounded and a 3000- 
tén freighter-transport offshore 
was damaged by night patrol 
planes. 

Fuel dumps and railway freight 
cars on the Bicol Peninsula of Lu- 
zon Island were bombed by patrol 
planes which also harassed ship- 
ping on the west coast. 

The concentrated day and night 
attack on the Manila area by car- 
rier and land-based planes caused 
the Japanese to black out the 
Philippine capital for the first 
time since they captured it. 


Mrs. Roosevelt's Aunt Dies. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
Mrs. Elizabeth Livingston Morti- 
mer of Newport, R. LL, an aunt 
of Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
died yesterday at ithe home of her 
s0n, Stanley Mortimer, where she 
was visiting. Mr. Mortimer was 
the widow of Stanley Mortimer 
who died in 1932. Her sister, the 
late Anaa Livingston Hall Roose- 
velt, was Mrs. Roosevelt's mother. 
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praised the work of the Allied air- 
men, declaring that despite the 
great number of planes used by 
the Germans they are “not able 
to bother us a great deal.”

It was said at supreme head- 
quarters that Von Rundstedt un- 
doubtedly was using a large part 
of his strategic reserve in this su- 
preme effort, with the most likely 
purpose that of upsetting the Al- 
lied winter offensive on the Roer 
River and in the Saarland. 

It is possible, it was stated, that 
this may prove to be the final 
German effort to turn the tables. 
By some it was compared to the 
great German counteroffensive in 
France in the spring of 1918. 
Shrewdiy timed when the Amer- 
icans were drawn up at the Roer 
and presumably preparing for the 
serious effort of getting across 
that barrier toward Cologne and 
the Rhine, Von Rundstedt’s blow 
was aimed at the Ardennes Forest, 
path of German conquest in 1940.

United States Third Army dis- 
patches said the heaviest enemy 
the Third Army front had been ob- 
served yesterday. 

Reports from the British Second 
Army front to the north said Ger- 
man flyers in the greatest strength 
since D-day had appeared over the 
British front. 

A 10-mile-long German column 
was blasted by Allied -fighter- 
bombers inthe Neunkirchen area, 
10 miles northeast of Saarbrucken. 

In the Alsace plain, German 
counterattacks rolled over three 
villages in the Colmar and Sele- 
stat areas. 


Large Scale Air Actions. 
Ninth Tactical Air Force head- 
quarters in Belgium said hundreds 
of Thunderbolts and Lightnings 
pounced on concentrations of as 


many as 300 to 400 tanks and ar- 
mored vehicles with rockets, bombs 
and machine guns as part of the 
Allied reactioag. 

“The German air force definitely 
is coming out and we are shooting 
them down every chance we get, 
but fundamentally we now are out 
there to beat up the German 
army,” said Maj. Gen. Elwood R. 
Quesada, commander of the Ninth 
Tactical Air Force. 

British fighters also tangled 
with 100 German planes flying 
down from northern airfields and 
destroyed 11 in one series of dog- 
fights. The Twenty-sixth Tactical 
Air Force accounted for 23 more. 

25 Tanks Knocked Out, 

Altogether Allied planes knocked 
out 25 tanks and armored vehicles, 
16 locomotives, 400 trucks and 300 
railway cars. 

The Germans began using rail- 
road guns on an increased scale 
to bombard rear areas of the 
Ninth Army, to the north of the 
First Army. 

4 Penetration Areas. 

In addition to the German drive 
in the Monschau-Malmedy sector, 
there were at least three other 
penetrations of American positions. 

In Germany, near Heckhus- 
scheid, 19 miles southeast of Mal- 
medy, and in Luxembourg near 
Vianden, 17 miles farther south, 
the Germans infiltrated American

(As first broadcast, the Ger- 
man communique said the attack 
was “making favorable progress,” 
but later the Berlin radio issued 
a correction deleting that phrase 
and saying instead thatthe at- 
tack was “continuing.” 

(“In order not to give the en- 
emy, who was taken completely 
by surprise, any clews, details will 
be announced only later,” the 
broadcast communig’e said.) 


Third Army Victory. 
Overshadowed by the German 
counteroffensive, Lt. Gen. George 
S. Patton’s Third Army at length 


had scored a notable victory by 
smashing. through the primary 
Siegfried line defenses at Dillin- 
gen, three miles north of Saar- 
lautern. 

Digging deeper into the Sieg- 
fried defenses farther back, the 
Third Army’s Ninetieth Infan- 
try Division pushed forward an- 
other 300 yards to the eastern 
edge of Dillingen. Ten more 
blocks of the town were captured 
in this foot-by-foot plugging.’ 

In its slugging match with the 
enemy inside the West Wall, the 
Ninetieth knocked out 365  pill- 
boxes, took 1000 vrisoners, killed 
up to 800 Germans and wounded 
1500 others, and destroyed 15 
tanks. 

The Ninety-fifth Infantry Divi- 
sion also gained slightly in the 
Fraulautern and Ensdorff West 
Wall defenses just east and north- 
east of Saarlautern. 

The Thirty-fifth Infantry Divi- 
sion gai:zed another half mile 
north of Reicheim in Germany, 
nine miles southeast of Saar- 
brucken, and other infantrymen 
also gained a half mile near Sey- 
weiller, seven miles southwest of 
Zweibrucken. 


Seventh Army Front. 


On the Third Army’s right the 
Seventh Army of Lt. Gen. Alex- 
ander M. Patch butted squarely 
against the Siegfried line in the 
Wissembourg gap by gains on a 
14-mile front between the Rhine 
and the Vosges. 

Medium bombers struck at pill- 
boxes, tank traps and wire tangles 
between Ober-Otterback and 
Steinfield just ahead of the Sev- 
enth Army where the Fourteenth 
Armored Division, newly § dis- 
closed in action, was within 32 
miles of the Rhine cities of Mann- 
heim and Ludwigshafen. 

The Fourteenth Armored Di- 
vision penetrated seven rows of 
“dragon teeth” antitank barriers 
in the Siegfried line, but was 
pinned down by intense fire from 
Siegfried forts just south of Ober- 
Otterbach. 

Five German divisions were de- 
fending a 30-mile Palatinate line. 

Of the four Seventh Army divi- 
sions fighting in the Wissembourg 
Gap, the 103rd Infantry made the 
deepest penetration into Germany 
~—-about four miles to the vicinity 
of Reisdorf. 

The captured sections of one 
fort was converted to an American 
command post. A soldier said it 
“had showers in the officers’ quar- 
ters. We tried a bazooka on the 
steel] door and only dented it. We 
went down 19 platforms before 
we ran into water.” 

“An engineer platoon’ braved 
enemy fire to get up to the for- 
tress outlets and plant dynamite 
charges in the entrances and exits. 

At Bitche in Alsace, where other 
Seventh Army troops have for a 
week been assaulting the most 
formidable system of forts en- 
countered since Metz, two sections 
of Fort Simerhoff and eight sec- 
tions of Fort Schiesseck have been 
overrun. These are two of the 
main Maginot forts around Bitche, 
each of them a concrete structure 
800 yards long and 300 yards wide, 
surrounded by dozens of pillboxes 
and subsidiary fortifications, all 
on commanding heights and all 
with thick steel doors and almost 
impenetrable roofs. 

To the south of Strasbourg in 
the Alsace plain, the Germans

‘ground reports today.

Himmler said he was acting for 
Adolf Hitler, who has been so long 
silent that many”believe Himmler 
has taken his place. 

Rundstedt set off his big coun- 
terattack with a proclamation tell- 
ing his troops their “hour has 
struck” and that they must 
“achieve the superhuman for our 
fatherland and our Fuehrer,” dis- 
patches from the United States 
First Army front said. 

Rundstedt’s order said: 

“Strong attacking armies are 
advancing ... against the Anglo- 
Americans. I don’t need to say 
more to you. Bear in yourselves 
a holy duty to give everything and 
achieve the superhuman for our 
fatherland and our Fuehrer.”

BRITISH STRIKE AT E. L. A. S. 


IN LARGE-SCALE ASSAULT 


Success in Drive to Clear 
Athens Appears to Be 


—Strong-point Taken.

ATHENS, Dec. 18 (AP).—Brit- 
ish forces launched a_ full-scale 
drive against leftwing E, L. A. 8. 
forces in Athens today and it ap- 
peared likely to be only a matter 
of hours before the siege of the 
capital is lifted. 

Within a short time after jump- 
ing off at dawn the British had 
captured a stronghold of the E, L. 
A. S., armed branch of the E. A. 
M., on the highway leading from 
Athens through the summer re- 
sort of Phaleron to the Kalamaki 
airport. The E. L. A. 8. forces, 
estimated at about 200, had bar- 
ricaded themselves in a brewery 


‘and were equipped with heavy

The Kalamaki airport already 
had been cleared to a depth of 
300 yards and British armored 
vehicles were traversing the road 
from Athens to Piraeus. 

Before the main attack began, 
British forces took Sikelias hill, 
south of the Acropolis, which had 
been strongly held by the leftists. 

The first goal of the cleanup 
operations was to open the main 
highway between Athens, the port 
of Piraeus and Kalamaki airport. 
Armored forces as well as infantry 
participated. A number of prison- 
ers were taken in the first hours 
of the drive. 

Strong E. L. A. S. forces, mean- 
while, made simultaneous attacks 
on Royal Air Force headquarters 
and Averoff prison, which was 
held by a British detachment and 
Greek police. The prison houses 
a number of political prisoners. 
R. A. F. headquarters was de- 
fended by R. A. F. forces and 
British infantry. 

Fighting increased in Athens 
over the week end following a re- 
jection by British Commander Lt.

150,000 Scottish Workers in Pro- 
test Against British Policy. 


LONDON, Dec. 18 (AP).—Some 
150,000 workers in more than 200 
Scottish shipyards and aircraft 
factories held demonstrations to- 
day against British policy in 
Greece, and shouted approval of 
resolutions calling on the govern- 
ment to arrange an immediate 
armistice in that nation. 

The protest meetings were held 
in lieu of originally-proposed one- 
day work stoppages. 

A crowd estimated by police at 
20,000 demonstrated in London 
Trafalgar Square Sunday, approv- 
ing resolutions calling on the gov- 
ernment to “stop using troops 
against the democratic resistance 
forces in Greece” and terming 
Britain’s policy in Greece dis- 
astrous. 

The Red flag of Russia and the 
British Union Jack flew side by 
side above the platform from 
which spokesmen from the Labor 
Commonwealth and Communist 
parties cried out their bitterness 
against the British ‘ policy, de- 
nounced Prime Minister Church- 
ill’s stand and demanded the re- 
call of Tommies on duty in 
Greece.

PBERMANS IK 
CAPTURED FAENZA 


British Eighth Army Now 
Hold 5-Mile Line Along 
Senio River — Poles 
Take Two Towns. 


ROME, Dec. 18 (AP).—Eighth 
Army troops virtually cleared the 
Germans today from captured 
Faenza, which fell yesterday to 
New Zealand units, while to the 
north Canadian forces made fur- 
ther gains near Bagnacavallo 
Headquarters said isolated pockets 
of enemy resistance still remain 
in the northern outskirts of the 
highway stronghold of Faenza, 

With the conguest of Faenza, 
the Eighth Army held a line along 
the Senio River stretching five 
mifes southward from the Bologna- 
Rimini highway. 

The south anchor of the line 
was held by Polish troops who 
yesterday captured Limisano and 
Casette in a drive toward the river 
against strong enemy resistance. 

The New Zealanders, command- 
ed by Lt. Gen. Sir Bernard C. 
Freyberg, toppled Faenza, Po Val- 
ley fortress city with a population 
of 45,000, in a foot-by-foot slug- 
ging match, ending a long siege 
and decisively defeating the Nine- 
tieth Panzer Grenadier Division. 

Freyberg’s men captured the 
hilltop town of Gelle southwest of 
Faenza after a daylong battle, 
taking 200 prisoners, and then 
broke over Highway 9. Some units 
drove up to the Senio River on a 
wide front. Others turned down 
the road into Faenza, which fell 
only after a bitter street battle. 

Farther north, despite continued 
bitter German opposition, Cana- 
dians in the Eighth Army expand- 
ed their bridgehead over the Navi- 
glio Canal to three miles in width, 
but the fortified road town of 
Bagnacavallo still held out. 

The Canadians have captured 
more than 1100 prisoners since 
they launched their assaults west 
of the Montibe River two weeks 
ago, headquarters. announced.

CONSTITUTION SUIT 


Convention Committee 
Authorizes Blake and 
C. H. Mayer to Move 


for Speedy Decision. 


By the Jefferson City Correspon- 
dent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 
18 —The Executive Committee of 
the State Constitutional Conven- 
tion this afternoon appointed a 
subcommittee to take all steps 
possible to bring about an ear 
decision of legal issues raised in a 
pending suit, designed to block ex- 
penditure of $191,875 appropriated 
by the convention ts meet various 
expenses in connection with sub- 
mission of the proposed new con- 
stitution eo the voters. 

Members of the subcommittee 
are Robert E. Blake of St. Louis, 
president of the convention, and 
Charles H. Mayer of St. Joseph, 
chairman of the convention’s com- 
mittee on public relations. 


This committee was directed to 
find some method of obtaining a | 
speedy decision on the questions | 
involved, and thereby clear the| 
way for the convention fully to 
inform the people of the State 
about the new constitution, to be 
voted on in a State-wide special 
election Feb. 27. 

May Involve New Action. 

This may involve new litigation 
to test the powers of the conven- 
tion to make the appropriations in 
question, or some move to hasten 
action in the pending suit, filed 
last Friday in Cole County Circuit 
Court here by J. D. Gustin, 
Springfield lawyer, who is an op- 
ponent of the new constitution. 

Mayer said the Executive Com- 
mittee was unanimous in the 
opinion that there is no merit in 
the pending suit. 

“This is clearly an attempt to 
prevent the people of Missouri 
from learning the contents of the 
constitution on which they will 
vote Feb. 27,” Mayer said. 

Gustin denied to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter last night that any group 
or organization was backing the 
suit. 

Gustin, reached by telephone at 
his home in Springfield, also said 
he did not expect to pay any at- 
torney fees or costs in the suit, 
pending in Cole County Circuit 
Court here. 

‘Not a Dime for Anyone.’ 

“All this talk about small-loan 
companies or other groups back- 
ing this suit is piffle,” Gustin said. 
“There is not a dime in it for 
anyone.” 

Gustin, 73 years old, who said he 
had practiced law for 50 years, 20 
of them in Springfield, said he was 
proceeding as a citizen and tax- 
payer, and was interested in pres- 
ervation of the rights of the peo- 
ple. He said he was against the 
new constitution, 

When asked what were the 
grounds for his action he said, 
“It's all in the petition.” 

“I do not have a cent of pecuni- 
ary interest in this,” he said, “and 
my motives are those of citizen- 
ship. I am not going to pay any 
attorney fees and do not expect 
to be involved in any costs. There 
is such a thing as professional 
courtesy and I have had letters 
from anumber of lawyers offering 
to assist in this action.” 

Explains His Opposition. 

Gustin said he had not discussed 
the matter of expenses with his 
counsel, former Circuit Judge 
Frank B. Williams of Springfield, 
a member of the convention who 
bitterly opposed some provisions 
of the new charter; Roy Coyne of 
Joplin, former Prosecuting Attor- 
ney of Jasper County, and State 
Senator M. D. Matthes of Hills- 
boro. He said he knew Williams 
and Coyne, but did not know Sena- 
tor Matthes. 

He said it all started after he 
wrote a letter about the constitu- 
tion which was published in a 
Springfield: newspaper, and he re- 
ceived a-number of letters com- 
menting on it. 

“T called Judge Williaims and 
we got together and I told him to 
go ahead with this suit,” Gustin 
said. “Judge Williams talked to 
the other lawyers about it.”

Speaks With Babler Alone. 

After Babler had talked to Mc-

as saying, “Lichtenstein has just 
offered me $10,000 to go on the 
radio and oppose the new Con- 
stitution.” 

Baller said McKittrick, who ap- 
parently was asking for guidance, 
then told him he had seen Lich- 
tenstein in the ‘latter’s office in 
the Ambassador Building in St. 
Louis about a week earlier. The 
Attorney General also told Babler 
that he and the County Clerk had 
been talking about the same sub- 
ject. 

Ethan A. H. Shepley, St. Louis 
attorney and member of the Con- 
stitutional Convention, said he 
had talked with Babler on Dec. 5 
and Babler had mentioned in the 
course of the conversation that 
he had talked to McKittrick and 
that McKittrick had told him of 
“an offer of $10,000 from small 
loan interests” as a fee for mak- 
ing radio addresses in opposition 
to the new constitution. Shepley 
said Lichtenstein was not named 
as the person who had made the 
offer. 

Leo J. Clavin, clerk of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Chariton County, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter he 
was in McKittrick’s office Dec. 5, 
but talked to the Attorney Gen- 
eral about the election and noth- 
ing else. “I carried no offer what- 
soever,” he said, “although I am 
opposed to the new constitution. 
McKittrick and I said nothing 
about the constitution.” 

In Jefferson City today Robert 
E. Blake, who was president of 
the Constitutional Convention, told 
the Post-Dispatch he had been 
warned, while the convention was 
in progress, that the small-loan 
companies would spend money to 
fight the constitution if it included 
the provision on interest rates to 
which they objected. Blake said 
he would not tell at this time who 
appeared as spokesman for the 
small-loan companies on that oc- 
casion, but would do so later. 


Lichtenstein Denies Offer. 

Lichtenstein told a _ Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that he “had made 
no offer of any sum to MckKit- 
trick or anyone else and had not 
taken an active part in-any oppo- 
sition to the new Constitution.” 

Interviewed in his home at 6355 
San Bonita avenue, Clayton, 
Lichtenstein said McKittrick had 
visited his office to talk about 
Lichtenstein’s brother’s attempt 
to have his real estate license re- 
stored. 

“We talked as opposing attor- 
neys ina lawsuit,” Lichtenstein 
said, “and there was no mention 
whatsoever of any money. Mc- 
Kittrick was acting as counsel for 
the State Real Estate Commission 
and I was acting as counsel for 
my brother.” 

Lichtenstein said politics was 
discussed briefly after they had 
finished their business, which had 
resulted in McKittrick agreeing 
with Lichtenstein that there could 
be no legal objection to the resto- 
ration of Philip Lichtenstein’s li- 
cense. 

Two Questions Involved. 

Involved in Philip Lichtenstein’s 
application to the State Real Es- 
tate Commission for restoration of 
his real estate license are two 
questions on which the commis- 
sion asked the Attorney General's 
office for legal advice. 

One was: Did Philip Lichten- 
stein’s plea of no contest in 1943 
to a Federal indictment charging 
mail fraud and violation of the Se- 
curities and Exchange Act, consti- 
tute conviction of a crime for 
which a person may be barred 
from the real estate business? 

The other was: Did the law 
which set up the Real Estate 
Commission in 1941 apply in this 
instance, since the 1943 plea of no 
contest was to offenses committed 
prior to enactment of the 1941 
law? 

One section of the Real Estate 
Commission law provides: 

“No license shall be issued by 
the commission to any persons 
known by it to have been con- 
victed of forgery, embezzlement, 
obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses, extortion, criminal con- 
spiracy to defraud, or other like 

offense or offenses.” 

McKittrick has not submitted 
to the Real Estate Commission a 
formal opinion of his own on 
these points, but told the Post- 
Dispatch he had reached the con- 
clusion there was no legal obsta- 
cle to restoration of Philip Licht- 
enstein’s license. 

This view is diametrically coun- 
ter to that contained in the for- 
mal opinion submitted to the com- 
mission last October by Hewitt, 
the Attorney General’s assistant. 

Hewitt held that the date of the 
conviction, and not the date of the 
crime, fixed the time when the 
commission may assume jurisdic- 
tion, and that mail fraud and vio- 
lation of the Securities and Ex- 
change Act were crimes within 


the meaning of the statute which : 


set up the commission, 
On Plea of No Contest, 

On the point of whether a plea 
of no contest was the same in law 
as a conviction, Hewitt said the 
Attorney General’s department had 
held that it was, but pointed out 
that there was then pending be- 
fore the Kansas City Court of 
Appeals another case in which that 
was an issue, and suggested that 
the commission. await the court 
ruling. 

In the Kansas City case the 
Court of Appeals held that a plea 
of no contest, when no penalty 
was assessed, could not be pre- 
sumed to be the equivalent of con- 
viction of a crime. That was the 
case in which Franklyn Meyer, 
former secretary-treasurer of the 
University City Federal Savings 
and Loan Association, was placed 
on probation after he pleaded no 
contest to a Federal indictment 
charging embezzlement. One ele- 
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ment in which the Meyer case dif- 
fers significantly from the Philip 
Lichtenstein case is that Lichten- 
stein paid a fine as a penalty. 


MeKittrick’s Version. 

McKittrick’s version of his con- 
versation with Babler was that he 
mentioned the offer made to him 
to oppose the constitution, but said 
nothing about having been offered 
a $10,000 fee. 

He said he was not interested in 
the proposal, at any price, and that 
no particular amount of money 
was mentioned as his fee: “But I 
am confident I could have gotten 
$10,000, or could get it now, if I 
were interested.” 

“T held a conference with Dave 
Lichtenstein in his office Nov. 27 
or 28,” he added. “There was some 
discussion about the provisions in 
the proposed constitution, and 
Lichtenstein indicated he was 
making no organized effort to op- 
pose it, and he said he knew of no 
organization that was opposing it.” 

McKittrick explained his re- 
fusal to name the man who ap- 
proached him with the proposal 
to oppose the new constitution, 
or his connections, was on the 
ground “he was trying to help 
me,” 

He said he could not fix the 
date of this proposal, and would 
not name the place, but said it 
was after the conference he held 
in St. Louis with Lichtenstein, 
and before last Dec. 5. when a 
statewide meeting was held here 
to formally open the campaign 
for adoption of the new constitu- 
tion, and to organize the Missouri 
Committee for the New Constitu- 
titon, to direct that campaign. 


Babler Advised Against It. 


Telling of his conversation with 
Babler, the Attorney General re- 
lated the $10,000 figure entered 
the conversation when he men- 
tioned he was confident he could 
have received a $10,000 fee for the 
work he rejected. 

“Mr. Babler said he thought it 
would be a mistake if I did do it,” 
McKittrick added. “He said he 
thought the small loan companies 
would oppose the new constitu- 
tion and that I would be tied in 
with them if I helped oppose it. 
MY. Babler said he was for the 
constitution and thought it would 
pass.” 

McKittrick said there was some 
mention by him of Lichtenstein in 
his conversation with Babler, but 
not in connection with any pro- 
posal that McKittrick oppose the 
constitution. McKittrick said he 
told Babler Lichtenstein had told 
him he was not making any organ- 
ized effort to oppose the new con- 
stitution. 

He said he told Babler he was 
thinking about opening a law of- 
fice in Jefferson City after he 
went out of the Attorney General's 
office, and that Babler said he 
thought it would be a good place 
for an office. 

In that connection McKittrick 
told the Post-Dispatch he had told 
Lichtenstein in the conference in 
St. Louis that he was thinking of 
opening a law office. 

“We discussed what I would do,” 
McKittrick said, “and he _ sug- 
gested I open a law office in Jef- 
ferson City.” 

When asked if Lichtenstein in- 
dicated whether he would offer 
McKittrick any legal or lobbying 
business, McKittrick said, “We 
did not discuss that, I did not ask 
him for any business.” 

McKittrick is a stockholder in 
the American Investment Co, The 
Attorney General said he held be- 
between 600 and 700 shares of 
common stock of the American In- 
vestment Co., which he said was 
acquired in gmall blocks from 
1934 up to three or four years ago. 
McKittrick said the present mar- 
ket quotation of about $8.25 a 
share was less than he paid for 
the stock, 

License in Firm’s Name. 


The application of Philip Licht- 
enstein for reinstatement asa real 
estate dealer, which McKittrick 
Said was the occasion for his visit 
to David Lichtenstein, is made in 
the name of the Midwest Realty 
Co., with Philip Lichtenstein as the 
only active officer.

Statement by O’Laughliin. 
O’Laughlin, in a prepared state- 
Tent, said: 


“We are glad to note that 
Pravda again has affirmed the 
continuing purpose of the Soviet 
Union to co-operate wholeheart- 
edly in the extinction of Hitlerite 
Germany. Since we never have 
had any doubt of this purpose, 
which conforms to the united 
aim, nevertheless the reassurance 
will be welcomed by all Ameri- 
cans who had hoped that the sur- 
render of that common enemy 
would have been forced before 
this date. 


“That the Red armies are en- 
gaged in Balkan operations with 
their usual magnificent plan is 
evidenced by the Moscow commu- 
niques. But be it noted the short- 
est route to Berlin is and always 
has been through Poland, and 
that Pfime Minister Churchill so 
recognized it is apparent from 
his frank speech in Parliament 
on Friday in which he said that 
had (former Polish Premier Stan- 
islaw) Mikolajyczk been at the 
head of the Polish Government 
that government would have been 
on Polish soil ‘awaiting the ad- 
vance of the Russian armies mov- 
ing farther into Poland as the 
country was delivered from the 
Germans.’ 


Saving of Lives Urged. 

“There could be added that such 
an advance would have eased 
German pressure on the Weat- 
ern front. This would have meant 
shortening the war and saving of 
precious American lives which is 
the primary concern of our mili- 
tary and the Army and Navy 
Journal. 

“In the same speech, Mr. 
Churchill hazarded the prediction 
that Russian armies ‘will prob- 
ably during the early part of next 
year traverse large areas of Po- 
land, driving the Germans before 
them.’ We hope there wil] be 
such action even before the time 
he suggests since then German 
defeat would be the easier and 
more rapid and Russian as well 
as American lives would be 
saved. 

“We profoundly believe’ that 
Russia holds that her paramount 
interest as our own is to win the 
war at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, and so believing, we urge 
that the blows of ths powerful 
Red armies be delivered directly 
and simultaneously toward the 
German heart at which our Amer- 
ican armies now are striking.”

Pravda Says Nazi Strength in 


South Matches That in West. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 18 (AP).—Soviet 
resentment at asserted foreign de- 
preciation of-the scope of the Red 
Army’s Hungarian offensive boiled 
over yesterday in another attack 
by Pravda on the American Army 
and Navy Journal. : 

The paper released figures pur- 
porting to show that as many 
German divisions were engaged on 
the southern sector of the Eastern 
front as against all the Allied 
forces in the West. 

The Moscow News, only Eng- 
lish-language newspaper in the 
Soviet Union, announced Saturday 
that as of Dec. 1, 220 enemy divi- 
sions—200 of them German—were 
tied up in the East. Seventy were 
at the southern extremity of the 
front, presumably from Yugoslavia 
across Hungary into Eastern Slo- 
vakia. 

(Various unofficial estimates 
have said that 70 German divi- 
sions Were arrayed against the Al- 
lies on the Western front.) 

Today, Russian language news- 
papers repeated these figures, with 
Pravda directing its verbal fire 
against the Army and Navy Jour- 
nal as “a source for pro-Hitlerite 
propaganda”—much the same lan- 
guage it used Dec. 3 in attacking 
that publication for allegedly cast- 
ing doubt whether Russia had ful- 
filled military decisions of Tehran. 

The Pravda editorial appeared 
to derive consolation, however, 
from articles in the Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor and/the New York 
Times emphasizing importance of 
gains by Russian troops in South- 
east Europe. 

Foreign observers here have as- 
sumed that the biggest winter 
blow by the Red Army would be 
struck somewhere in Poland.

LONDON, Dec. 18 (AP).—Rus- 
sian troops in Northern Hungary 
have reached the old Czechoslo- 
vak border along a 69-mile front, 
the Soviet communique announced 
tonight. 

The positions were taken north 
and northwest of the Hungarian 
town of Miskolc. 

The Russians yesterday took 40 
towns in reaching the Slovakia 
border at a new point. These in- 
cluded Susa, representing a gain 
of 15 miles northwest of Miskolec. 

Budapest Defenses Shelled. 

To the south, Soviet big guns 
firing from newly-won positions 
within five and one-half miles of 
Budapest shelled the inner de- 
fenses of the Hungarian capital. 

The Paris radio reported that 


Russian troops had smashed cross, 
the Danube from Pest into Buda, 


the western half of Budapest. 
“Violent fighting is now in prog- 
ress in the streets of Buda,” the 
broadcast said. 

Hundreds of Germans were 
killed in the bloody fighting that 
resulted yesterday in the capture 
of Fot, five and one-half miles 
northeast of Budapest, and Mogyo- 
rod, eight miles from the capital, 
the Soviet command announced. 
The Nazis launched furious coun- 
terblows, the Luftwaffe, self-pro- 
pelled guns and infantry partici- 
pating.

The strike, a unien spokesman 
said, began this morning among 
eight ‘to 10 drivers over War 
Labor Board approval of extend- 
ing the union’s former one-year 
contract to a period of 17% 
months. This was done, the 
spokesman said, to give both the 
union and the truck operators a 
breathing spell between contracts, 
because with present negotiation 
methods very little time elapses 
between the belated signing of a 
contract and the beginning of ne- 
gotiations for a new one. 

Wages and working conditions 
are not involved in the motivation 
for the strike, the spokesman said, 
In the approved contract, the driv- 
ers obtained wage increases and 
some improvements in working 
conditions. 

As the strike spread among the 
larger companies, those affected 
included Columbia Terminals Co., 
400 South Broadway; Luecking 
Transfer Co., 1531 North Four- 
teenth street; Ben Gutman Truck 
Service, Inc., 1615 North Eleventh 
street: F. W. Strecker Transfer 
Co., 1000 Poplar street; George 
Jansen Transfer Co., 1216 Howard 
avenue; Anderson Motor Service 
Co., 1516 North Fourteenth street.

Stettinius’ declaration was given 
out after he conferred separately 
with the British Ambassador, the 
Earl of Halifax, and Richard K. 
Law, British Minister of State, 
here on a special mission. 

Prime. Minister Churchill an- 
nounced to the House of Commons 
last Friday that Britain had 
agreed that the eastern third of 
Poland should be turned over to 
Russia, 

Stettinius said it had been the 
United States Government's “ton- 
sistently held policy that questions 
relating to boundaries should be 
kept in abeyance until the termi- 
nation of hostilities.” 

He recalled, however, an earlier 
statement by former Secretary of 
State Hull that some questions 
might be settled In the meantime 
by “friendly conference and agree- 
ment.” 

Text of Statement. 

The text of Stettinius’ 
ment follows: 

“The United States Govern- 
ment’s position as regards Poland 
has been steadfastly guided by 
full understanding and sympathy 
for the interests of the Polish 
people. This position has been 
communicated on previous occa- 
sions to the interested govern- 
ments including the Government 
of Poland. It may be summarized 
as follows: 

“1, The United States Govern- 
ment stands unequivocally for a 
strong, free and independent Pol- 
ish state with the untrammeled 
right of the Polish people to order 
their internal existence as they 
see fit. 

“2. It has been the consistently 
held policy of the United States 
Government that questions relat- 
ing to boundaries should be left 
in abeyance until the termination 
of hostilities. As Secretary Hull 
stated in his address of April 9, 
1944, ‘This does not mean that cer- 
tain questions may not and should 
not in the meantime be settled by 
friendly conference and agree- 
ment.’ In the case of the future 
frontiers of Poland, if a mutual 
agreement is reached by the 
United Nations directly concerned, 
this Government would have no 
objection to such an agreement 
which could make an_e essential 
contribution to the prosecution of 
the war against the common 
enemy. If as a result of such an 
agreement the Government and 
people of Poland decide that it 
would be in the interests of the 
Polish state to transfer national 
groups, the United States Govern- 
ment in co-operation with other 
governments will assist Poland, 
in so far as practicable, in such 
transfers.

The court’s six-to-three opinion 
by Justice Black on the issues of 
exclusion did not rule on the con- 
stitutional questions involved. 

In another opinion, the Justices 
ruled unanimously that an Ameri- 
can woman of Japanese descent —_{———<= 
was entitled to unconditional re- 
lease from a War Relocation Au- 
thority center — because she was 
conceded to be a loyal citizen. 

The opinion holding exclusion 
justified was given in the case of 
Fred Toyosaburo Korematsu, who 
was removed from his California 
home to a War Relocation Author- 
ity center in Utah. 

The court’s majority opinion in 
his case held that the exclusion 
order should be affirmed “as of 
the time it was made and when 
= petitioner (Korematsu) violat- 
ed it.” 

“In doing so,” Justice Black’s 
opinion said, “we are not unmind- 
ful of the hardships imposed by it 
upon a large group of American 
citizens. But hardships are part 
of war, and war is an aggrega- 
| tion of hardships, 

“All citizens alike, both in and 
out of uniform, feel the impact of 
‘war in greater or lesser measure. 

“Citizenship has its responsibil- 
ities as well as its privileges and 
in time of war the burden is al- 
ways heavier.

The idea, along with a draft 
of legislation to carry it out, has

The committee draft would re- 
quire the President to submit to 
Congress on the first day of every 
session a national production and 
employment budget. This would 
estimate the total number of jobs 
needed for “full employment,” the 
amount of investment and expend- 
itures needed to provide that num- 
ber of jobs, and the prospective 
total of investments and expendi- 
tures by business and other non- 
Federal sources. 

“Any prospective deficiency in 
the budget is to be made up,” the

Says If Nominees Are Re- 
jected World Will 


Think F. D. R. Has Lost 


His Leadefship. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
asserted today that, if the Senate 
rejects six State Department nom- 
inations the world would think 
“President Roosevelt has lost his 
leadership on foreign affairs.” 

Connally, chairman of the For- 
eign Relations Committee, took 


the floor to urge speedy action on|}- 


a list of appointees headed by Jo- 
seph C. Grew, named as Under 
Secretary of State. Opponents 
sought to delay a showdown in the 
hope that President Roosevelt 
might change his mind about 
some of the nominees. 
Cites Election as Support. 

But Connally said that, if Sena- 
tors were going to support Roose- 
velt’s foreign policies, they must 
give him the “instrumentalities to 
carry out the Department of 
State.” The results of the election 
showed the people are behind the 
President’s foreign policies, he 
added. 

“Those who want to stand by 
the President in his foreign policy 
~—who want to give strength to his 
arm in dealing with foreign na- 
tions—ought to vote to give him 
these subordinates to carsy out 
his policies,” Connally asserted. 

He said a vote to reject the nom- 
fInations would be carried “around 
the world,” placarded as an evi- 
dence of division at home. 


Human vs. Proverty Rights. 

In a speech prepared for de- 
livery, Sentor Guffey (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania, said the issue of 
human versus property rights, 
which produced history’s bloodiest 
war, was involved in the State 
Department nominations. Guffey 
said Grew had been accused sev- 
eral times of “sacrificing human 
rights to protect property rights.” 

Of Grew, Guffey asked: “Isn't 
it true that his whole diplomatic 
career has been a constant ex- 
ample of the old-fashioned di- 
plomacy when the flag followed 
the dollar?” 

Guffey contended Grew, son of 
a Boston banker, had been “true 
to his conservative upbringing and 
background.” 


MacLeish the Exception. 

With the exception of Archibald 
MacLeish, Guffey said, all the 
other nominees for Assistant 
Secretary “are of the same con- 
servative background.” 

It had been confidently expect- 
ed, he said, that, in a reorganized 
State Department, “men of long- 
standing liberalism would be in 
the preponderance.” Therefore, he 
Said, he had to “swallow hard” 
when Edward R., Stettinius Jr. was 
named Secretary of State and was 
confirmed by the Senate with but 
one dissenting vote. 

“But our polite acquiescence was 
rewarded with a rule shock,” Guf- 
few declared. “Secretary Stettini- 
us chose, or at least helped to 
choose as his associates an all- 
conservative team, with one excep- 
tion, Archibald MacLeish, the 
poet, who may be classified as an 
idealistic liberal, but not as a 
practical fighting one.” 

Guffey said he was not opposed 
to big business representation in 
the State Department, but that 
personnel should be well balanced, 
“to settle this stupendous problem 
of human rights versus property 
rights.” 


CONTINENTAL AIR LINES SEEKS 
ST, LOUIS-TO-DENVER PERMIT 


Continental Air Lines, which 
Operates a route from its home 
terminus at Denver to Kansas 
City, announced today applications 
had been filed in Washington to 
extend the line to St. Louis and 
Chicago. 

Continental said it sought per- 
mission from the Civil Aeronautics 
Board to fly both the Denver-St.

Study of the documents can lead 
to only one conclusion—the ma- 
jority of the members did not 
trust the common people and in- 
vented the electoral system in 
order to avoid the expected ill 
effects of the ignorance, or the 
anger, or the whims of the masses. 


Twice ‘Loser’ Was Elécted. 

On two occasions the system 
sent to the White House a candi- 
date who received a smaller vote 
than the man he beat. In 1800 one 
of its defects enabled conniving 
politicians almost to catapult 
Aaron Burr into the presidency 
the people had intended for Thom- 
as Jefferson. In 1876 it lent itself 
to a shameful technical shennan- 
igan which in a heinous but most 
legal way stole the office from 
Samuel Tilden and gave it to 
Rutherford B. Hayes. In 1888 it 
enabled Benjamin Harrison to 
thrust forth Grover Cleveland, 
though the latter had a popular 
majority of about 100,000 votes. 

Early in this year’s campaign 
efforts were made in Texas and 
other states where reactionary 
cabals had seized party power, to 
twist the letter of the constitu- 
tional: provisions in such a way 
that the voters of these states 
would be deprived of the slightest 
chance to register their choice. 

These make it as plain as a 
pikestaff that the system of presi- 
dential electors is one of the chief 
defects of the Constitution, along 
with the two-thirds vote required 
for the Senate's advice and con- 
sent to treaties, 

Intent of Framers. 

Now the men who made the 
Canstitution were neither imprac- 
tical dreamers nor ignorant yok- 
els, but a good cross section of 
the American elite of the times. 
Of the 59 who attended one or 
more of the convention’s sessions, 
29 had been graduated from col- 
leges in America or England, more 
than half were lawyers, many had 
served in the Revolutionary Army 
and eight were signers of the 
Declaration of Independence, They 
included governors, judges, mem- 
bers of the Confederation Con- 
gress, state legislators galore. 
They varied in age and nature all 
the way from Alexander Hamilton 
—able, imperious and just turned 
30—to Ben Franklin, frail in his 
early 80s, but ripe with wisdom. 


They had turned t the elec- 
toral college not from any ardent 
experimental urge, but from fear 
of two looming dangers — the 
Scylla of the Senate as the 
chooser and hence the master of 
the President; and the Charybdis 
of direct election by the people. 


The convention spent more time 
on the nature of the office and 
powers of the President than any 
other issue, and of the problems 
concerned with it, James Wilson 
of Pennsylvania, “the schoolmas- 
ter of the convention,” said that 
the method of choice was “the 
most difficult of all on which we 
had to decide.” 

The first suggestion, on June 1, 
1787, was that the states be divid- 
ed into election districts, “and 
that those qualified to vote in 
each district elect ... members for 
their respective districts to be 
electors of the~ executive magis- 
tracy.” But Randolph in the Vir- 
ginia plan proposed that the ex- 
ecutive “be chosen by the Nation- 
al Legislature for the term of sev- 
en years,” which carried by a vote 
of seven states to two. A little 
later Elbridge Gerry suggested 
that the choice be taken away 
from Congress and turned over to 
the executives of the individual 
states 


Near-Monarchy Plan. 
Alexander Hamilton, in his fa- 
mous five-hour speech of June 18, 
Suggested as close an approach to 
a purified and perfumed British 
monarchy as he dared go. He de-

The brilliant German general 
has- known for weeks that he 
must fight a great knockdown, 
dragout battle west of the Rhine 
We have announced on many oo 
casions that we expected it to 
happen between the Roer River 
and the Erft Canal, on the Co- 
logne plain. Now he has antici- 
pated us by striking to the south, 
a field of his own choosing. 

The forces on both sides are 
formidable, with the Americans 
definitely holding the upper hand 
in the artillery and in the air. 
Whether they are superior to the 
Germans, equal to them or infe- 
rior to them in tanks and infan- 
try depends upon the sector. We 
obviously do not have overwhelm- 
ing forces everywhere along the 
German frontier and, obviously, 
Rundstedt has attempted to pick 
a point at which we are weak. 
Protected by weather from our 
air forces, and using his fabled 
skill in shifting troops rapidly, 
he has certainly massed _ the 
cream of his infantry and ar- 
mored divisions for an attempted 
breakthrough. 

Several factors are reassuring 
and promise a favorable ultimate 
outcome, Although he has a large 
number of infantry divisions and 
armored divisions on the front, or 
near it, his strategic reserve is 
limited almost to the point of be- 
ing non-existent. The Germans 
have husbanded a large number 
of good pilots and fine, new jet- 
propelled aircraft for the present 
offensive, but we still are over- 
whelmingly powerful in the air. 
The Germans must maintain large 
numbers of good troops all along 
their frontier in order to prevent 
a fatal counterthrust. 

They must guard against offen- 
sives by the British Second Army,

AGAINST REICH AGGRESSION 


Text of 20-Year Alliance Given Out—Signa- 
tories Agree Not to Join Hostile Coalition

Text of Alliance. 


The following is ine text of the 
French-Russian alliance as dan- 
nounced here: 

The provisional government of 
the French republic and the pre- 
sidium of the Supreme Council of 
the Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics, determined to pursue to- 
gether to the end of the war 
against Germany, and convinced 
that once victory has_ been 
achieved the re-establishment of 
peace on a stable basis and main- 
taining peace in the future on a 
lasting basis, require as prerequis- 
ites the existence of close collab- 
oration between them (France and 
Russia) and all United Nations,

Each of the 
contracting parties undertakes to 
give to other help and assistance 
in this fight with the means at 
their disposal. 

2. The high contracting parties 
will undertake not to enter into 
separate negotiations with Ger- 
many nor conclude without mutual 
agreement an armistice or peace 
treaty either with the Hitlerite 
government or with any other 
government or authority set up in 
Germany with the aim of prolong- 
ing or nourishing a policy of Ger- 
man aggression. 

3. The high contracting parties 
will undertake to adopt all the 
necessary measures in common ac- 
cord at the end of the present con- 
flict with Germany to eliminate 
any new threat emanating from 
Germany, and to bar the way to 
any kind of initiative rendering 
possible a new German‘ attempt at 
aggression.

Nobody Benefits by Strikes 


The cost of wartime strikes in lost production 
and interrupted services that add up as a con- 
tributory factor in military shortages has often 
been emphasized. Suppose, for the sake of ar- 
gument, that the cost is disregarded; suppose the 
use of the strike weapon is considered solely 
from the selfish viewpoint of cancessions won. 
Do the gains ever justify a work stoppage? 

Paul F. Nachtman, chairman of the Seventh 
Regional War Labor Board, has the answer to 
that question. He has made an intensive study 
of industrial relations, with a concern for the 
interest of all parties concerned—the workers, 
the employers and the public. Interviewed by 
the Post-Dispatch the other day, Mr. Nachtman 
said that he did not know “of a single strike in 
which either labor or management won any- 
thing.” 

That ought to be the final word, the elinching 
argument, on the intolerable nature of wartime 
strikes. If nobody gains and the country loses, 
what excuse can there ever be for such a stop- 
page of production? Mr. Nachtman, knowing 
full well the grievances that result in strikes, 
is convinced that there can be no acceptable 
excuse. There is no possible justification for 
a wartime strike, he says, no matter what its 
cause or the issues involved. , 

Then what causes the occasional but still too 
frequent strikes that mar the country’s produc- 
tion record? Mr. Nachtman is too familiar with 
the problem to place blanket responsibility on 
labor, as unthinking critics incline to do. Labor 
commits the overt act when it strikes, and so 
bears the onus of public condemnation, but there 
are other causes as well, 

There are cases of chiseling employers as well 
as of labor chiselers, the WLB regional chairman 
Top management sometimes fails to give 
personnel relations the study and thought they 
deserve. ‘Straw bosses” may aggravate a touchy 
situation. Employers have at times fomented 
strikes. And there are, of course, the cases of 
prolonged refusal to obey WLB directives, such 
as in the Montgomery Ward controversy. 

When all is said and done, however, the prime 
responsibility for restraint rests on the workers. 
Most labor leaders realize this, and the majority 
of strikes that have plagued this community in 
the last year have been of the wildcat variety. 
The problem thus becomes that of controlling 
the hothead .minority, of impressing this im- 
petuous, stubborn element with the necessity 
of staying on the job while the grievance is 
adjusted through the agencies created by the 
Government. 

The most urgent warnings against strikes have 
not come from employers or public officials, but 
from labor leaders. Thus, R. J. Thomas, presi- 
dent of the United Automobile Workers, last 
May delivered this straight-from-the-shoulder 
message: “Our union cannot survive if the na- 
tion and our soldiers believe that we are ob- 
structing the war effort. ... Either @@ set our 
own house in order at once, cease all wildcat 
strikes, or we will face an attack such as no 
union can withstand.” 

So the wartime strike stands condemned on 
all counts—it impairs the war effort, it harms 
the unions, it benefits nobody. 

A slight amendment is in order, however, for 
the wartime strike does benefit somebody—the 
enemy. 
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Second Phase at the West Wall 


Today’s news of the first articulated counter- 
offensive of Marshal Rundstedt’s forces, on a 
front extending from near Aachen southward to 
the strong point of Trier, is a dangerous but ex- 
pected development. Since the position war at 
Verdun and the Somme in World War I, effi- 
cient defense has demanded well-prepared op- 
erations in which the strategic defender pos- 
sesses tactical surprise and initiative. The attack 
means that the great battle is entering its sec- 
ond phase. 

In another sense, however, this move to rein- 
vade Luxembourg and Belgium through the 
passes of the Ardennes may come as a shock to us 
here in America—though not to the men at the 
front—for it shows that the last few weeks of 
attrition have not yet impaired the combat ef- 
ficiency of the Wehrmacht in any major way. 
This should be no surprise, for troop dispatches 
have been burdened with the details of the fierce 
resistance of nearly every battalion garrisoning 
the West Wall, the Nazi artillery has fired up to 
cadences of a shell a yard a minute, and the 
new super-Tiger tanks gave our Shermans al- 
most more than they could stand. 

For weeks, correspondents have noted the ab- 
sence of the German air force, now apparently 
so precious that it is a part of the strategic re- 
serve, but yesterday it reappeared in strength, 
as the 143 reported losses show. Undoubtedly 
the strategic reserves of the land army have also 
been drawn on for the great counter-push, for 
local reserves must have gone through the sau- 
sage-grinder of tactical defense. If so, this is 
a real gain for the Allies, because the enemy’s 
military collapse cannot be expected until these 
strategic reserves have been drained from Cen- 
tral Germany into prisoner pens or casualty 
lists. 
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Preview of a Battle 

There was a good deal of senatorial sounding- 
off on foreign affairs over the week end, some 
of it far more meaningful than a casual glance 
at the news revealed. Senator Reynolds an- 
nounced that he was “very unhappy” about Po- 
land, and so disgusted with the state of political 
things in Europe that he is “more thoroughly an 
America Firster” than he had ever been. 

Even though the Senate will be free of Mr. 
Reynolds after this session, his fulmination can 
be considered the first gust of wind that warns 
of an approaching storm. This is one of the ar- 
guments that will be used against our joining a 
world security organization when the issue comes 
up next spring. “We are disillusioned,” some 
will cry, “so we won't play.” 

As if anticipating what those of the Reynolds 
persuasion would have to say, Senator Joseph 
Ball, speaking from New York, supplied the an- 
swer. This European jockeying for power would 
not be so flagrant, he pointed out, if the secur- 
ity organization were already set up and func- 
tioning. “Much of this maneuvering,” he said, 
“represents a scramble for national security, 
growing out of cynicism regarding plans for col- 
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lective security which have been all too slow 
matenializing.” 

Thus the lines are drawn. The America First 
crowd and fellow-travelers will plead that the 
United States must shun the world because its 
old ways are so wicked. Men like BaH and 
Austin, Hatch and Burton and Hill, will plead 
that the United States must work with the rest 
of the world to make it safer, stabler and there- 
fore less wicked. Not in spite of political ma- 
neuvering on the Continent, but because of it, 
they will argue, we must join with other nations 
to supplant old conflicts with new co-operation. 
It’s easy to see which point of view makes sense, 
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Fair Play for Japanese-Americans 

Two years and nine months after the 115,000 
West Coast Japanese-Americans were removed 
from their homes in what has been described as 
“the largest single forced migration in Ameri- 
can history,” the War Department has granted 
them permission to return. A step thus is taken 
toward righting a gross violation of civil liber- 
ties, but more than this is necessary before jus- 
tice is fully done. 

“Military necessity” was the reason given for 
the exclusion order. There is ample evidence, 
however, to show that no real danger existed, 
but that Army authorities were taken in by the 
professional anti-Japanese agitators, whose mo- 
tives were and continue to be mostly economic, 
partly race prejudice. 

There were a few disloyal Japanese, to be sure. 
They were known to the FBI long before Dec. 7, 
1941, and were speedily arrested. As for the 
California Congressman’s 1935 warning about 
25,000 armed Japanese on the West Coast ready 
to take the field in case of war,” they proved 
purely imaginary. So did the “army” of 250,000 
alleged by Bernarr Macfadden in a letter to the 
President in 1936. 

Not one Japanese-American in this country or 
Hawaii was ever formally charged with sabo- 
tage or espionage. On the contrary, the 13,000 
in the Army are proving to be loyal and gallant 
soldiers. The 100th Infantry Battalion, composed 
entirely of Japanese-Americans, has won more 
decorations than any other unit of its size. 

Persons of Japanese ancestry form 34.2 per 
cent of Hawaii’s population. No concentration 
camps were established there, although Hawaii 
is much nearer the war zone than is our West 
Coast. 

The Army order will not stop the reaction- 
aries who have been agitating against this group 
for years. They are already calling for state 
laws to bar the Japanese-Americans’ return, and 
for mass deportation of the group to Japan after 
the war. A big job of education in fair play 
and tolerance needs to be done on the West 
Coast, to assure these American citizens of their 
rights.

Extra! Roosevelt Wins Today 


This is the day we celebrate a mistake of the 
Founding Fathers. Today the 15 Missouri elec- 
tors gather at Jefferson City, as do their coun- 
terparts in the 47 other state capitals, to choose 
the next President and Vice President of the 
United States. Would that the Founding Fathers’ 
shades might be there to see what had happened 
to their great idea. 

Fifteen good people are on hand, from law- 
yers, editors, farmers and housewives to a but- 
ter-and-egg man and an auctioneer—but they 
might as well be myths, for we hear that the 
President has already been chosen, and these 
constitutional dignitaries have no excuse to ex- 
ist at all—except our habit of holding fast to 
traditional mistakes. 

How to choose the President—even more, how 
to choose him in such a way that neither the 
people in their darkness nor the Congress in 
its might would make the choice—took more of 
the Philadelphia convention’s time than any 
other issue, and was not finally agreed on until 
two days before adjournment. 

Hamilton, who said “the people is‘a great 
beast,’”’ wanted to make sure they did not choose 
directly, and proposed one set of electors to 
choose a second set, so that the election might 
be at least two removes from the common herd, 
Sherman and Pinckney insisted on the Senate; 
James Wilson wanted a direct vote of the peo- 
ple but had to compromise on electors only once 
removed.

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Press ‘Under-represents’ Social Gains

While most American business men loyally accept new social legis- 
lation, newspapers fail to reflect the fact, says speaker; practical 
executives did not join in press attack on 40-hour week; whether 
this editorial attitude aids the country or the press is questioned. 


ards Act, Before the Ohio Chamber of Commerce, at Cleveland 


In the election campaign, the magazine 
Editor & Publisher, family organ of the 
newspaper business, conducted an enter- 
prising survey of the editorial support of 
President Roosevelt and Gov, Dewey by 
the daily newspapers of this country. I be- 
lieve this survey is worthy of serious con- 
sideration, and not as a post-mortem, either, 

In the survey, the newspapers were di- 
vided into those supporting one candidate 
or the other and those independent. In the 
10 most populous states (including Ohio) 
outside the Solid South, 12 per cent of daily 
newspapers with 13 per cent of circulation 
supported Roosevelt, while 70 per cent of 
dailies with 75 per cent of circulation sup- 
ported Dewey. 


Therefore in these’10 states—with half 
our population and nearly a majority 
in the electoral college—newspaper support 
(by circulation) was thus six times as great 
for Dewey as for Roosevelt. 

The President carried eight out of 10 of 
these crucial states, with an effective pop- 
ular majority for all the 10 taken together, 
Yet the press was 6 to 1 against him. 


Papers and Voters Differ 


In Ohio, where the popular vote proved 
very close, newspaper support by circula- 
tion was very nearly 9 to 1 for Dewey. 
In the country’s capital, not a single news- 
paper supported the President. In my 
home State of Rhode Island, which the 
President carried decisively, and in several 
others, not a single editorial voice in daily 
newspapers was raised in his support. 


Now I do not question the right of news- 
papers to support whichever side they 
Please; that is guaranteed to them eter- 
nally by the Constitution. Nor do I raise 
the questions others have raised of whether 
the press is representative or its influence 
is increasing or decreasing. I cite these 
figures in a totally different connection, 
one which concerns business men, which 
affects the administration of the Fair La- 
bor Standards Act and deeply affects the 
atmosphere of co-operation and teamwork 
in the country. 


When an election comes, ballots are 
counted and people can see for themselves 
to what degree the press represents popu- 
lar feeling. But there is, unfortunately, no 
solemn referendum by which the American 
people can get to know the degree to which, 
day by day, the press represents or under- 
represents the loyal acceptance on the part 
of the great majority of American business 
men of the social legislation that is the 
law of our land by democratic process. 


Disservice to Business Men 


Large sections of the press, indeed, seem 
to create the impression that American 
business as a whole is fighting a rearguard 
action against most social legislation and 
is at war against the wishes of a majority 
of the American people. I question and I 
ask you to ask yourselves whether this is 
a service to business as a whole, 

On matters like the Wage-Hour Act, the 
apparent divergence between newspaper 
support and business support, let alone 
popular support, is even more striking than 
in elections, 

The act has been in force for six years 
now and has been through two presiden- 
tial campaigns, Mr, Wilkie accepted it 


in 1940, as did the Republican platform this 
year, and Gov. Dewey. No candidate for 
office has challenged its principles nation- 
ally, Of the business men from all over 
the country to whom I talk, the vast ma- 
jomty have accepted its principle of a 
mMimum wage and overtime after 40 hours 
a week; only a small minority oppose or 
would advocate change or repeal of these 
provisions, 


What Production Executives Think 


Yet the great American public has no 
way to know this. It knows the attitude 
of business chiefly through the press. Only 
two years ago, after Mr, Willkie had spe- 
cifically declined to make this an issue on 
which the people could express themselves, 
the newspapers were almost unanimous ed- 
itorially in demanding repeal of the over- 
time provisions. In their news columns 
and through their columnists, they gave 
overwhelming prominence to attacks on the 
act. 


Among active production executives I 
found no such unanimity. Most of the prac- 
tical men I talked to, who had plants to 
keep going, were loath to consider a change 
that would bring so much instability. 


The view of George Christopher, presi- 
dent of the Packard Motor Co., was fairly 
typical: “All that I’m concerned with is 
production, When it comes to time worked, 
there isn’t any such animal as the 40-hour 
week. Many of our employes are working 
10% hours a day, six days a week, or a 
total of 63 hours. 


“The question is one of pay, not of time 
worked, and if the Government wants to 
allow high pay and then take a lot of it 
away in taxes, that is all right with me, 
Change to a 48-hour week for the duration, 
and you are bound to create suspicion 
among the men that when the war is over, 
the 48-hour week will still remain as the 
basic work week.” 


Helps Create Public Distrust 


Yet this is not the type of business view- 
point that receives the publicity, 

This under-representation of the reason- 
ableness of the bulk of American business, 


of the extent to which business itself has » 


accepted our social legislation, plays an im- 
portant part in whatever public distrust of 
“business” may exist. 

Again there is no question of the right 
of newspapers to take any stand they 
please. But it is important that such dis- 
trust not be fostered if we are to go for- 
ward together toward the full employment 
and higher standard of living to which all 
sections of the community stand pledged. 

I bring this whole matter up here because 
I believe it so important to the welfare of 
our nation. I bring it up here in the hope 
that you will ask yourselves searchingly, 
and I brought it up to Editor & Publisher 
itself in the hope that newspapers may ask 
themselves whether it is truly useful to 
the press, or to the whole business com- 
munity of which it is so important a part, 
to be in so many of these matters more 
royal than the king.

Problem of Research Libraries 
And Its Answer: Micro-Filming 


"The Scholar and the Future of the Research Libra- 
ry! A Wrobiem and Its Solution,” by Fremont 
Rider, (Hadham Press, New York.) 

Most public libraries in this country and 
most privately owned circulating libraries 
are maintained for the general reader and 
not for the scholar. Most university libra- 
ries are maintained, not only for the gen- 
eral reader (and nearly all undergraduates 
should be regarded ag general readers), but 
also for scholars, experts, specialists, who 
are not satisfied with popular books and 
other secondary material, but must have 
available primary material from which new 
books, essays, statistics can be prepared, 

Thig primary material includes govern- 
ment publications, technical journals, news- 
papers, autobiographies, letters, reports of 
foundations, hospitals, banks, railroads and 
a vast mass of similar material. For cer- 
tain purposes secondary material, even so- 
called popular books, is also regarded as 
research material, 

> 


Any library that functions as a research 
library will never discard any research ma- 
terial. Such material is never too old to 
preserve. The result ig that any library 
claiming to be a research library wil) in- 
crease constantly in size. Experience proves 
that the number of volumes in an Ameri 
can research library doubles every 16 years, 

Eleven American universities have libra- 
ries of more than 1,000,000 volumes, each 
separately bound and cataloged. Nine oth- 
er universities own more than 300,000 vol- 
umes each. 

In a modern American library, the aver- 
age cost of each book ig $3.15—which repre- 
sents the several items of acquisition, bind- 
ing, cataloging and storage. As time goes 
on, where will the books be placed, and 
who will put up the money for maintaining 
these books for permanent use? 

Will research libraries have to sell, give 
away or destroy old books? Many cirsulat- 
ing libraries do this now. If so, the libraries 
will cease to be research libraries. Unless 
there are radical changes in the manage- 
ment of research libraries, their future de 
velopment is doomed. 

” # ° 


That suggests the problem presented in 
this book. The author, who himself is an 
experienced librarian, thinks he has found 
the solution. By means of the new art of 
micro-photography, 250 pages of an ordi- 
nary book can be recorded on the back of 
a library catalog card of ordinary size. A 
book of 500 pages can be recorded on two 
cards. A printed book becomes a card, or 
two cards. A library tends to become a 
card catalog. 

Magnifying reading machines are now 
available at'a reasonable cost. One printed 
book can be made to serve 100 libraries. 
The space element in the storage problem 
of a modern research library is apparently 
in the way of being solved. 

Of course, there are details yet to be 
worked out. One is the legal question of 
copyright. The process recommended by 
the author cannot be applied to copyright- 
ed material except by contract with the 
copyright owner. However, much research 
material is never copyrighted. Much of it, 
although originally copyrighted, is now tn 
the public domain by the passage of time.

What the New Soviet-French 


Alliance Means 


W 


This, in this writer’s judgment, 
is the supreme importance of the 
newly signed Franco-Soviet treaty 


of alliance and mutual security. 
The idea of “dividing” Europe 
into a Soviet zone and an Atlantic 
community is one of the most dan- 
gerous that could possibly have 
been conceived. It means tearing 
Western civilization into two 
parts, different in outlook, ideol- 
ogy and ends. It means the crea- 
tion of a long new European “fron- 
tier” from the Arctic Ocean to 
the Mediterranean, with the Anglo- 
Americans “dominating” every- 
thing west and south of it and 
the Soviet Union “master” of ev- 
erything to the east and north, It 
means Mr. Churchill (I refuse to 
say the English) shooting down 
people everywhere who refuse to 
bow to Mr. Churchill's eighteenth 
century ideas of economics—and 
the United States passively co-re- 
sponsible for Mr. Churchill. 


Pointing to a New War. 


It means that the Soviets, in 
their bailiwick, may, if they choose, 
repeat the outrage of 1939, when 
they dragged off into exile and 
death well over a million Poles 
who refused to bow to Mr. Stalin's 
medieval political totalitarianism. 
And in the middle, it would have 
a beaten but still relatively power- 
ful Germany that could, at any 
moment, regain its dominant posi- 
tion by swinging its weight deci- 
sively to one side or the other. 

In other words, the “zoning the- 
ory” of Europe is almost bound to 
nullify the primary aim of this 
war by leaving to Germany an ul- 
timate control. It points directly 
to a new war. 


Its American proponents are 
probably motivated by the con- 
scious or unconscious thought that 
it would restrict the zone of 
American responsibility. We here 
would—if this scheme went into 
effect—be responsible for part of 
the Atlantic and Pacific zones but 
—thank God'!—wash our hands of 
“complicated” inter-European or 
inter-Asiatic affairs. These would 
be the headaches of Britain and 
the Soviets, it being understood 
that at long last we should always 
have to interfere if misguided 
British policies got Britain into a 
mess. But this system of limited 
liability is incompatible with the 
future peace of the world—asg this 
war proved. 

Binding Europe together were 
two links at variance with the 
“divide and bully” theory — the 
Anglo-Soviet 20-year treaty of 
1942 and the Czechoslovak-Soviet

alliance of 1943 (provided this lat- 
ter were extended to include 
France—as the Czechs hoped). But

The Franco-Soviet treaty will, 
however, make further “zoning” 
difficult. 
cant statement of Stalin that he 
will “welcome” alliances or pacts 
between “new Poland” (which 
probably means the Poland of Lub- 
lin) and Western countries. 
doubtedly, this was intended pri- 
marily as a peppermint drop to 
Britain and the United States to 
make the swallowing of the Mos- 
cow-made Lublin committee as a 
government less distasteful. But 
this proposal, if accepted by the 


West, would unquestionably weak- 
en whatever “zones of influence” | 


may manage to subsist. 
Nonetheless, credit for wrecking 
the “divide and bully” plan should 
go to the France of Charles de 
Gaulle and Georges Bidault. For 
the “zoners” were counting on 
France as a part of the British 
zone ‘(Atlantic Community), in 
fact as a key part. It was in fact 
clear that without France, no 
such zone could amount to much, 
Norway, the Low Countries, op- 
pressed Spain and ravaged Italy 
are far too weak and too de- 
moralized to constitute a real 
British anchor on the continent. 


No Second Fiddle. 


But the French of the Fourth 
Republic have no intention of be- 
coming a brilliant second in a 
British-dominated bloc. As first 
revealed in this column, Charles 
de Gaulle and his friends intend 
that France shal] recover all of its 
former place and prestige and 
yield nothing of its possessions. 


This does not mean that had they 
been offered a job as co-director 


of a British bloc, they would have 
refused, though they might have. 
But Mr. Churchill never made any 
such offer. 

Therefore, the French have set 
about constituting their country 
as a fifth “pillar power” of the 
new world, friendly to the U. S. 
and to Britain but allied to the 
Soviet Union. Such a grouping is 
a far better guarantee against 
German resurgence than the zon- 
ing system. 

What is more, it fits American 
interests. For as long as the world 
continues to seek security by spe- 
cific alliances rather than by an 
over-all system of law, the more 
power centers that exist, the better 
for us.

Bishop Lacroix said so far as he 


knows it is the first time such a 
project has been undertaken offi- 
clally. The first priest to be 
trained, the Rev. Aloysius Cartier, 
O. M.I., will start a two-and-a-half- 
year course at the school Jan. 6. 
Another will start later. 

They will take courses leading 
to a degree in aviation operation 
| engineering, which includes a to- 
tal of 300 hours of flight and fly- 
ing instruction. Forty hours of 
| this will be blind or instrument 

flying, so that the priests will be 
able to fly in the extended Arctic 
nights and frequent inclement 
| weather. 
| “By flying, I hope to be able to 
visit all of the 14 missions in my 
territory at least once a year,” 
Bishop Lacroix said. “The vicari- 
| ate extends over 1,652,689 square 
| miles, and the majority of travel 
| during visits to missions now is by 
| boat and dog sled. 

“In 1943, and thus far this year, 
I have been traveling quite stead- 
ily and have visited only nine of 
the missions. It usually takes 
about three years to complete a 
full circuit.” 

Forced to Take to Life Rafts. 

In August, he and a party aboard 
a supply ship en route to one of 
the northern missions were forced 
to take to life rafts when the boat 
was crushed by ice in Hudson’s 
Bay. They were rescued 24 hours 
later by a Canadian Government 
boat summoned by radio before 
the bishop’s party abandoned ship. 

“We feel the airplane also would 
be valuable in supplying missions, 
particularly those farthest north,” 
he continued. “It could also be 
used to bring out persons who 
have become sick or injured. 
Probably our first plane will be 
“a Small one, but later we hope to 
gét one big enough for any needs 
if the program proves satisfac- 
tory.” 

Funds for the education of the 
priests in flying have been con- 
tributed entirely by persons living 
in the United States, Oliver L.. 
Parks, president of the _ school, 
said. It is expected that priests 
from other orders in the north, 
and from other isolated parts of 
the world, will be trained at the 
School in the near future, Parks 
said. 

Inspects School on Visit. 

Bishop Lacroix inspected the 
school during his visit, and made 
a flight in the Ercoupe, a smal] 
private type airplane. He is 38 
years old, ohe of the youngest 
bishops in the church, is of me- 
dium height, soft-spoken and 
wears a full beard. 

His interest in starting flight 
visits of the missions stemmed 
from his first flight a year ago, 
when he accompanied a group of 
nuns on a trip from his residence, 
Churchill, Manitoba, to Eskimo 
Point.

7. The present treaty does not 
affect in any way any previous 
engagement contracted by any of 
the two parties with third nations 
by virtue of extracts published. 

8. The present treaty, drawn up 
both in French and Russian, will 
be ratified and the instruments of 
ratification will be exchanged in 
parts as soon as it is feasible to 
do so, 

The treaty will enter into. effect 
immediately when the instruments 
of ratification are exchanged and 
will be valid for 20 years. 

If the treaty is not denounced 
at least one year previous to the 
lapse of this period by either of 
the two contracting parties it will 
remain valid indefinitely with 
either of the contracting parties 
retaining the right to end it by 
declaration to this effect with one 
year’s notice. 

In pledge of the above the fol- 
lowing plenipotentiaries have 
signed and put their seals to the 
present treaty which was issued in 
duplicate in Morcow, De. 10, 1944.

Economical 
Menus for 
Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


HIS is a dessert that refuses 
T to be classified. It is not pie, 

cake, cookies or pudding, but 
it is a good fruity finale for any 
meal. It may be served lukewarm 
or cold and a wedge of cheese could 
accompany it with as much suc- 
cess as with apple pie. The most 
important constituent is the rai- 
sins, which supply important min- 
erals, carbohydrates and bulk. The 
cornstarch used supplies some car- 
bohydrates, but its chief attribute 
is the clarity it gives to the sauce 
which binds the raisins together. 
Flour might be used instead, but 
it gives a cloudiness that is ‘not 
quite so attractive. 

Scotch Raisin Squares. 

Two cups seedless raisins, two 
cups water, one-third cup sugar, 
one-half teaspoon cinnamon, one- 
eighth teaspoon salt, three table- 
spoons cornstarch, one-fourth cup 
water, two tablespoons lemon 
juice, . one-half teaspoon grated 
lemon rind, pastry for gouble-crust 
pie. 

Wash raisins and simmer in wa- 
ter until soft and plump, about 10 
minutes. Meanwhile, blend su- 
gar, cinnamon, salt and corn starch 
together and combine with the 
one-fourth cup water. Bring rai- 
sins to a boil; slowly add the sugar 
mixture, stirring all the while, Boll 
for two minutes. Remove from 
heat and cool. Divide the pastry 
in two portions. Roll out to 
one-eighth inch thickness, cut a 
rectangular piece to fit the bottom 
of an 8xl12-inch pan. Then pour 
raisin filling into pan. Top with 
a rectangular crust made from re- 
maining pastry. Gash top or make 
any desired pattern in pastry. 
Bake for 25-30 minutes in a 425- 
degree oven. Cut into eight 
Squares and serve warm or cold. 
Eight servings. 

BREAKFAST: Orange juice, hot 
cooked oatmeal, pan-fried bacon, 
cinnamon toast, 

LUNCHEON: Golden potato 
soup, toasted cheese sandwiches, 
stewed mixed dried fruit, fig bars. 

Golden Potato Soup. 

Rutabaga and potatoes are good 
company for each other, the pota- 
toes mellow the flavor of the other 
vegetable. The two flavors are 
mixed in just. the right proportion 
in-this soup, and .is worthy of a 
trial even by those who think they 
don’t like rutabagas. Peel one 
pound of rutabaga and slice cross- 
wise in thin chips, Put into sauce- 
pan, add one and one-half cups 
water and one teaspoon salt. Cov- 
er tightly. heat to boiling, reduce 
heat, and cook at a gentle simmer 
20 to 25 minutes. Then add one 
pound potatoes, peeled and sliced 
thinly. Again cover and cook un- 
til both potatoes and rutabaga are 
tender, about 10 minutes. Mash 
with potato masher, add another 
teaspoon of salt, three-fourths tea- 
spoon sugar, two cups milk, two 
tablespoons butter or margarine, 
few dashes black pepper. Reheat 
to boiling. Serve immediately 
teeny chopped parsley sprinkled on 
op.

Stuffing

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TURKEY AND FIXIN’S,... TO MANY PEOPLE THE STUFFING Is THE BEST. 


.ECAUSE I happen to be one 
B of those people who really 

thinks that the best part of a 
turkey ‘is the stuffing, I’m going 
to concentrate largely here on a 
variety of stuffing recipes. I be- 
long to the dry, crumbly school 
of stuffing-eaters, but because I 
know that many persons love a 
moist stuffing, I shall magnani- 
mously give you that recipe first. 


Moist Fragrant Stuffing. 


Eight cups bread cubes, one 
onion, finely minced; one-half cup 
celery and leaves, minced; one- 
fourth cup parsley, finely minced; 
one teaspoon poultry seasoning, or 
your own mixture of sage, thyme 
and marjoram; two teaspoons 
salt, one-fourth teaspoon pepper, 
one-half cup fortified margarine, 
one-half cup boiling water, one 
egg, one-fourth cup cold water. 
Use stale bread, or dry the slices 
in oven before cutting into small 
cubes. Use a very large mixing 
bowl or a clean dish pan. Add 
to bread cubes the onion, celery, 
parsley, herbs, salt and pepper. 
Toss until well mixed, Melt the 
margarine in the boiling water, 
then gradually pour over bread 
cubes, tossing lightly as you pour. 
Add egg, mixed with the cold 
water, and again toss until well 
mixed, Stuff turkey as usual. 
Note: use half the recipe to stuff 
a five or six pound chicken. Use 
one-fourth the ‘recipe for a 
shoulder of veal. 


Dry Rich Stuffing. 
Eight cups dry bread crumbs, 


one onion, finely minced; one- 
eighth teaspoon celery seeds, one 
and one-half teaspoons poultry sea- 
soning, or your own herb mixture; 
two teaspoons salt, one teaspoon 
black pepper, three-fourths cup 
fortified margarine, melted. Add 
ingredients to dry crumbs in or- 
der named, tossing lightly to mix 
well, Stuff turkey as usual. 

Southern Version of Dry Rich 


Dressing. 

Use same recipe as for Dry Rich 
Stuffing, except: substitute corn- 
bread for half the plain bread- 
crumbs, For those who prefer dry, 
crumbly dressing this is especially 
delicious. 

Corn Bread, 

One cup cornmeal, one-fourth 
cup flour, one and one-half tea- 
spoons baking powder, one-half 
teaspoon salt, three-fourths cup 
milk, two tablespoons fortified 
margarine melted, 

Mix the dry ingredients together. 
Stir in the milk and melted marga- 
rine. Bake in %inch square 
greased baking pan, in moderate 
(350 degree) oven about 40 min- 
utes. When cold, crumble and 
measure and add to plain bread 
crumbs. 

Variations on Herb Stuffings. 

MUSHROOM DRESSING: Add 
one eight ounce can mushrooms, 
whole or sliced, to the bread cubes 
or crumbs. Use liquid from the 
can in place of water in the 
dressing. 

ONION DRESSING: Chop two 
or three extra onions, quite fine. 
Add to dressing.

WASHINGTON, Sunday. 

FEW days ago I had the 
A pleasure of having my old 

friends, Mr. and Mrs. Adolph 
Miller, lunch with me. Also with 
us were Mr, and Mrs. John W. 
Bracken Jr., and their two young 
children. The children were such 
delightful young guests, and I was 
interested in the poise of the 
6-year-old boy. He had some diffi- 
culty in keeping up with the 
grown-ups, but he never com- 
plained when his mother wanted 
him to leave what was unfinished 
on his plate in order to catch up 
with the rest of us. [I think that 
was showing great. self-control, 
particularly if he liked his lunch! 

On Friday I went to a luncheon 
given for Mrs. Mary McLeod Be- 
thune of the Southern Conference 
on Human Welfare. The subject 
was “The effect of New Voters 
on the South.” It seems to me 
that the new voters today are 
going to have a greater effect on 
the future everywhere. They are 
the ones who have been through 
the most gruelling experiences of 
the war. They are going to know 
more than anyone else what they 
want from the future. 

I am seeing more and more of 
the returned veterans. Naturally, 
they have many different points of 
view. They come from varying 
backgrounds, their level of educa- 
tion varies and their experiences 
have been different, but among 
them all I find, as a whole, one 
very interesting similarity. I have 
yet to talk to a young veteran of 
this war who does not recognize 
the ) Fact that unless the a." he 


works for will benefit the country 
as a whole, they will not benefit 
him, There is a profound desire 
among them to continue to serve 
the country and its people. If they 
have been overseas, they have a 
tremendous appreciation of what 
this country means to the average 
citizen in the opportunities it af- 
fords, and they want to be worthy 
of the opportunity which is theirs. 

I went to New York City late 
Friday afternoon and _ returned 
early this morning, having at- 
tended to family matters while 
there. Today is a quiet day, with 
a few people at lunch and at 
supper and the usual afternoon 
party for the Walter Reed pa- 
tients. 

One of our grandsons is home 
from school. He looks older and 
Straighter and taller, but as slim 
as ever, which ig more than I can 
say for myself, This is the first 
real indication to me that Christ- 
mas is approaching, I have had 
very little feeling that it was 
really here or would be before 
long, perhaps because so much of 
my usual pre-Christmas activity 
was done very early in an effort 
to comply with the request for 
early mailing. Now I find myself 
with comparatively little to do! 
Next week I imagine the Christ- 
mas spirit will really take hold 
of me, but as the war drags on 
it is getting harder and harder for 
all of us to enjoy any carefree 
moments.

The Folding of the Last Ferry 


Jefferson Barracks Bridge Dooms Davis St. Ferry, Last in St. Louis Area 


By Clarissa Start | 


HE Davis street ferry, last of 
T the ferryboat services in St. 

Louis, and a landmark of the 
Carondelet riverfront district, has 
gone out of business after 85 years 
of continuous operation. On Satur- 
day, Dec. 9, the day of the dedica- 
tion of the new Jefferson Bar- 
racks bridge, Capt. George Musco- 
valley, owner of the ferrying serv- 
ice, tacked up his usual seasonal 


sign, “Out of business for the win- . 


ter.” 

What he really meant, however, 
was simply “Out of business,” 
since the new bridge, a $2,600,000 
superstructure, promoted by a 
group of men who apparently do 
not believe in ferries, and erected 
just five miles south of Davis 
street, will probably claim most of 
the traffic in that vicinity. As a 
result, Capt. Muscovalley’s home 
at 218 East Davis street, his boats, 
and even his charter, are for sale 
and any interested parties are wel- 
come to make their bid. 

“IT usually go out of business in 
the winter time,” Musovalley ex- 
plained, “and I never did count on 
making much money then, but I 
always planned on making up for 
it in the summer. But now with 
the new bridge, I figure we 
wouldn't have enough trade to pay 
for the eight men I have working 
for me, so I decided to put every- 
thing up for sale. I’ve had a few 
offers so far, too, from people with 
ferry services in other towns. 

“Up to the opening of the bridge 
we'd had a pretty good business 
here,” he continued. “I’ve handled 
as many as 1000 cars in 24 hours 
and 2500 foot passengers. That was 
when there was a tavern in East 
Carondelet and they had bingo 
games there. Of course, lots of 
people went hiking over to Falling 
Springs, or fishing and swimming, 
but most of the footers went to 
the bingo games. Old ladies who 
could hardly walk would have to 
be helped down the landing. 
They’d come back saying they'd 
never go over there again, but the 
next week they'd be back and 
bring a friend.”

WNER of the Davis street 

ferry for the past nine and a 

half years, Muscovalley has 
been in the river-crossing business 
since 1917, and can tel] many a 
ferry story. 

“I first went into business in. 
Columbus, Kentucky,” he says, 
“with a partner, Walter Blue. 
There was an old colored man, 
Jim Burtan, who had a lease from 
the Missouri Pacific Railway at 
Belmont, Mo., just across the 
river, so we had a one-sided ferry 
except we could land a little way 
above Jim’s landing and take on 
passengers. However, Jim’s ferry 
equipment was dilapidated while 
ours was new, so in spite of the 
fact Jim had been there for years 
we got most of the business. Our 
company and Jim's would meet 
the train both expecting the lion’s 
share of. the business. One June 
afternoon Jim and I were at the 
steps of the coach to help the 
children down and reach for the 
luggage. We'd both grab for the 
same bag, but I managed to grab 
most of them and pass them back 
to my partner. On this occasion 
I noticed my partner was a little 
slow in taking them and after- 
wards he told me as fast as he 
set the children up I would knock 
them down with the bags.” 

From Columbus, Muscovalley 
moved to Mound City, Illinois, 
where he built up a lucrative busi-
